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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Meyn et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,859,623). 

Regarding claims 1 and 6, referring to Fig. 1, Meyn teaches an electronic projector (12, 
14) adaptable to an image source device (21) (i.e. personal computer) for projecting video 
images from said image source device (21) on a screen via a LCD panel display (16, 18), 
comprising: means (48) for receiving video signals from said image source device (21); buffer 
means (65) coupled to said receiving means (48) for temporarily saving said video signals; a 
non- volatile memory (66) coupled to said buffer means (65) for saving a selected static image of 
said video signals; a frame buffer (51) connected to said non- volatile memory (66) for speeding 
up the display of said video signals ; a central process unit (54) for determining a display 
configuration; and means (58) (i.e. graphics controller) for selecting said video signals output of 
said buffer means (65) in response to a determined display configuration of said central process 
unit (54) (col. 1, lines 20-26, col. 3, lines 45-59, col. 5, lines 30-65). 

Meyn differs from claims 1 and 6 in that he does not specifically teach image of said 
video signals as a user-defined logo. However, Meyn teaches video signals include many 
different types of data, such as graphic and animation (col. 4, lines 30-35). Therefore, it would

have been obvious to obtain video signals as a user-defined logo in order to allow user designing 
different image by a graphic application program. 

Regarding claims 2 and 7, Meyn teaches image-mapping means (69) (i.e. address buffer) 
connected to said frame buffer (51) for performing color mapping operations (col. 5, lines 57- 



Regarding claims 3 and 10, Meyn differs from claims 3 and 10 in that he does not 
specifically teach displaying configuration is selectable from a user-defined logo configuration, a 
predetermined logo configuration, and a background color configuration. However, Meyn 
teaches displaying different types of data, such as graphics, animation. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to obtain displaying configuration is selectable from a user-defined logo 
configuration, a predetermined logo configuration, and a background color configuration in order 
to provide the desired image information to be selected. 

Regarding claim 4, Meyn teaches non- volatile memory (66) is a flash Read-Only- 
Memory (EPROM) (Fig. 1). 

Regarding claim 5, Meyn teaches frame buffer (51) is a Synchronous Dynamic Random 
Access Memory (DRAM) (Fig. 1). 

Regarding claim 8, Meyn teaches image is provided by using a graphics appUcation 
program (col. 2, lines 28-39). 

Regarding claim 9, Meyn teaches image is provided by selecting a static image from a 
series of video images of an image source device (col. 4, lines 20-41).

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Ramsay et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,502,576) teaches the transmission, storage, and retrieval 
of document in an electronic domain. 

Fujita et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,917,496) teaches special purpose memory for graphics and 
display apparatus using the same. 

Beyers, Jr. et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,534,942) teaches on screen display arrangement for 
digital video signal processing system. 

Hashimoto et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,335,764) teaches video output apparatus.
